The State University. 


In 1862 there was a national en- 


dowment mncle by Congress to the 
several States and Territores for tlic 
establishment of Agricultural and 
Mechanical Colleges. 
By this act 


one hundred and fifty thousand acres 
of land was donated to California. In 
accordance with this provision of the 
general Government, the Legislature 
of California passed an act establish- 
ing a University, and prescribing that 
its most prominent features should 
be Colleges of Agriculture and Me- 
chanic Arts. Congress, ill making 
these donations, announced that its 
object "without excluding other sci- 
entific and classical studies, and in- 
cluding military tactics, was to teach 
such branches of leimung as are re- 
lated to agriculture and the mechanic 
arts, in order to promote the liberal 
and practical education of the indus- 
trial classes in the several puisiuts 
and professions of life." The chief 
aim had in view when the donation 
was made was to piomote the inter- 
ests and enlightenment of the indus- 
trial cjasses. Young men desiring to 
enter any of the leained professions 
tail find institutions anywhere vv ell 
endowed and laigely pationized The 
object of this grant and the establish- 
ment of these schools was to educate 
that class of citizens who are engaged 
or about to engage in agncultuial 
and mechanic occupations. 
These 


branches had been neglected and 
young men desiring to engage m 
these occupations vvei t compelled to 
do so without an education specially 
adapted to their calling. To meet 
this want, Congress made the giant, 
and the Legislature of California 
passed the-act establishing the Uni- 
versity. It appears, houevei, that 
the Boaid of Kegcuts totally ignoie 
the plain requirements of the law. 
Instead of making the College of Ag- 
riculture the leading school in the 
University, it receives but one twen- 
tieth of the donation made fot 
the support 
of

school in importance as the law le- 
quires, theio has been no technical 
instructions in that line at all 
Ii 


bhoit, none of fbe i equipments ol 
Congress have been carried out. 
There is no farm or fami buildings, 
no gardens, no mechanical shops. 
and no residences for Professors. 
In short, but few of the requirement 
necessaiy to cany out the intention 
of Congress have been provided. 
Instead of making the "University an 
institution for the special training oi 
mechanics and agriculturists, 
the 


Eegents have done nothing to that 
end, and now even ask the Piofessor 
of Agriculture to resign his position 
when they will not have even an ex- 
cuse for an Agricultural College in 
the University. 
This is about the 


•way things stand at the piesent time 
It is no wonder there is a stir among 
parties interested. The Eegents are 
appointed for sixteen years and have 
the power to dismiss any Professor 
at pleasure. They arc not compelled 
to ask him to resign as in tho case 
of Professor Carr 
Unless a Board 


can be appointed tlmt will have nioie 
appaieut wisdom than the present 
one, it would seem good policv to 
accept the proposition of tiie Gi au- 
gers, which asked "such tin amend- 
ment of tins Act and other Acts, as 
shall constitute a Ktate Boaid of Ed- 
ucation, having chaige of the Uni- 
versity, the Normal School, and oth- 
er public schools, and to consist of 
fifteen Regents, vu. Seven e\-offido 
the Governor, Lioiitcunnt-Goveraoi, 
Speaker of the Assemblv, State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction. 
President of the State Agricultural 
Society, Master of the State Grange, 
and President of the Mechanics' In- 
stitute of San Francisco, also two 
members fiom each Congressional 
District, to be appointed from then 
districts by the Governor, -with the 
consent of the Senate, for then hrst 
terms, and afterwards to be elected 
by the people as vacancies occm. 
We would Inrther recommend that 
the term of office should be fom 
years, and that one half should be 
elected ever}' two yenis. 
Via also 


recommend that any nine membeis 
shall constitute a quorum, as the 
Board of Education, or as the Board 
of Regents of the University, or as 
the Board of Trustees of the State 
Normal School. We ask that they 
be so selected as to represent the 
various industrial interests, occupa- 
tions and professions of the citizens 
of the State "—Aeuarfa Tianscript.

.jell the Brayton Hall real estate, it

The department is now to rent the 
half of the building anyhow, and in 
view of the scarcity of real estate for 
school purposes, a wise foresight 
would suggest this purchase. 
All 


that nourishing part of Oakland is 
without nny public school ground or 
building. Keal estate will never be 
lower than at present. If the Pres- 
byterian Church has secured the 
large piece reported at the figure 
stated, now is the time for the de- 
partment to take definite action.
